Where streets are thns 
"parked" fences are nsnally considered 
a snperflons expense and the roadway is 
more easily kept rounded np in good 
condition for driving. 


The High-Trapeze Woman. 


The circus woman who rushes into 
the ring, bows, catches a strap with her 
teeth, and is hauled to the top of the 
tent, where she finds rest on a single 
swinging trajjeze bar, has no sinecure. 
Every motion is the result of veara of 
labor and hard practice. 
A reporter 
interviewed one of these queens of the 
air and found that her sawdust title 
was not gained Avithout courage and 
patience. 
She said: 


"The art of balancing on a swinging 
trapeze is more difficult than active 
gymnastics. 
I began to accustom my- 
self to the circus ring at 6 years of 
age. At 7 I could turn band-springs. 
My mother was a slack-wire walker, 
and her ambition was to have me follow 
in her footstejis, so to speak. 
Some- 
how I had an antipathy to the slack- 
wire, but gradually I was taught to 
balance on it. 
At the age of 10 I 
could do a little walking on the wire, 
but I always kept the wire swinging to 
and fro. In a few years more I could 
do anything on the slack-wire, and 
grew ambitious to perform other feats. 
1 was between 17 and 18 years old 
when I first ascended to a high trapeze 
bar. 
A net-work was spread under to 
catch me if I fell. 
The more I looked 
below the more certain I became that I 
could never get used to the high tra- 
peze. 
My instructor shouted up to me 
not to look down at all, but to keep my 
eyes fastened on the ropes that sup- 
ported the trapeze bai'. 
I should have 
known that before, because in bal- 
ancing on the slack-wire I always kept 
ray eyes fixed on a level in front of me. 
I obeyed orders and began to try what 
is known as the simple balance position. 
I slipped and whirled through the air 
to the netting below, 
I wanted to give 
it up then. 
All my ambition seemed 
to ooze out of me. 
But I was made to 
go right up again and try it over. That 
angered me and I became reckless. 
I 
succeeded admirably, and found that 
by keeping the bar in motion I could 
balance myself much better. 
I fell 
several times, but received no injuries 
on account of the netting below. 
Day 
after day I would go up and work four 
or five hours steadily. 


"After six months I was permitted to 
perform for the public. 
I did not do 
BO many positions, as we call them, as 
I did afterward, but I felt that I should 
be a success. 
I gained some applause 
for doing one of the easiest feats on the 
balancing trapeze, so I concluded the 
easiest and most picturesque positions 
I could assume would please the puVdic 
more than difficult feats. 
This idea 
was the means of my attaining great 
success and unexpected skill. 
I did 
only the most graceful and easy posi- 
tions. 
In several years I was at home 
on the bar and gave up slack-wire 
walking altogether. 
Did I ever fall? 
Yes, but fortunately that night I had 
the net-work to catch me. 
How did I 
fall ? 
I was engaged to be married to 
an acrobat and rider, and in a foolish 
moment T turned my eyes down to the 
ring to see him, and, losing my bal- 
ance, before I could grasp the rope I 
tumbled off very ungracefully and fell 
in a heap on the network below. 
I am 
married now, so I see enough of my 
husband without looking

Indiana and Kentucky Dispute For the 
Possession of Green River 
Island. 


LouisviLiiE, Oct. 28.—The state of 
Indiana has sued the state of Kentucky 
for possession of Green River island. 
The petition was filed at the present 
term of the supreme court by J. E. 
McDonald and John M. Butler, attor- 
neys for the state of Indiana. 
It recites 
that Indiana was admitted into the 
Union in 
1816, 
and 
Kentucky 
in 
1792. The bounds of Indiana are set 
forth at length, showing that Indiana 
owns all the territory inside of the low 
water line on the Indiana side of the 
Ohio river. 
Green River island is in 
the Ohio at the mouth of Green river 
and above Evansville, Ind., and at low 
water is directly connected with the 
main land of Indiana and has been for 
twenty years. 
Therefore the state of 
Indiana claims the island as part of her 
territory, though it is treated as a part 
of Kentucky. 


T H E ANARCHISTS. 


Gen. Bntler Finished His Speech This 
Afternoon. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—When the su- 
preme court opened at noon, Attomey- 
General Hunt stated that he had practi- 
cally finished his argument when the 
court adjourned yesterday and would not 
resume to-day, but give way to Mr. 
Grinnell. 
Grinnell spoke 46 minutes, 
paying particular attention to the com- 
position of tne jury, and at the conclu- 
sion of his remarks Gen. B. F. Butler 
began his argument and is now speak- 
ing.

A Saloon at Pern, Ind., is Blown Up 
by the Deadly Explosive. 


PBBU, Ind., Oct 28.—The saloon of 
Peter Camp, of Russiaville, was blown 
up by dynamite at 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing. The building and contents were 
completely wrecked, as well as a livery 
stable adjoining, in which a man, who 
slept there, was badly injured.

room, his head 
ihed by a blow, and covered with 
blood.

by Cross. 
Cross is still alive this morn- 
ing, but unconscious. 
The cause of the 
tragedy is unknown. 


An Army with Pipes and Fans. 


In everything the Koreans lean mora 
tow-ard their western neighbors thac 
to the eastern ones, and conservatism 
is stronger than any spirit of progress, 
except for coal oil and matches.

Koreans are seen in foreign clothes. It 
almost cost a progressive minister his 
head when he had the big square 
sleeves of the soldiers' coats trimmed 
down to a reastmable bagginess, and 
although it saves yards of cloth and 
miles of cash strings to the king each 
year, the otfense is hardly forj^ven.

die at the sight of it. 


A Korean soldier wears first his full 
Korean costume of white cotton, loose, 
bapfgy, and comfortably 
flapping 
in 
each breeze. Over this undress uniform 
he puts a pair of purple cotton trousers 
and a short black coat bound with red 
worsted braid. 
His black felt hat is 
bordered with the same braid, -ind the 
red tapes tie it fast under his chin. 
He 
wears a cartridge belt and a tobacco 
pouch, and he carries his Remington 
rifle in any way that seems convenient 
to him at the time—at shoulder arms, 
up-side down or caught in the middle 
of the stock, like a dude cane. 
He car- 
ries his long stemmed Korean pipe in 
the gun-barrel, and while marching 
through the streets or at a parade rest 
uses his fan vigorously. 


To see the Korean army in its glory 
one should witness one of the king's 
processions when his majesty goes out 
to visit one of his palaces or worslup 
one of his ancestral tombs and tablets. 
Every few weeks there is a stir at the 
announcement that the king will leave ' 
the palace on a certain day and pro- 
gress by a certain route. 
There is ex- 
citement among the mandarins then,and 
the sheds and houses that have been 
permitted to grow up in the streets are 
swept away overnight. 
The streets re- 
sume their proper width, and the king, 
being none the wiser, thinks that his 
capital always wears that look. 
A trail 
of red sand is sprinkled in the middle 
of the street to mark the route, and the 
army musters and the ]iopulace assem- 
bles along that line. 
The king's pro- 
cessions are as bidlliant and picturesque 
in some ways as anything that other 
capitals can offer, and such a Korean 
fete day is worth coming far to see. 
The people alone in their white, pale- 
blue, bright-red. and green clothes give 
picturesqueness aiut color to the scene, 
and when every dingy wall, tiled or 
thatched roof, and every o]îen s])ace is 
kaleidoscopic with them it hardly needs 
the gorgeousness of the army, 
the 
palace guards, and the mandarins' suits 
to add to the scene.

THE oldest man in Missouri has just 
died. 
He was 106 years old. 
His 
name was John Yocum, and his home 
at 
alley Bend, in the county of Ran- 
dolph. 
He was a man remarkable in 
many ways. Up to his last hours he had 
full use of his faculties, and his last 
sickness, which was of but three days' 
duration, was the only one he had ex- 
perienced for more than seventy-five 
years. 
About his bedside were his 
family of six children, ranging in age 
from 75 to 90—all white-haired, de- 
crepit, tottering specimens of human- 
ity. 
His mind was clear to the last. 
His father's home was a frequent resort 
of Jefferson, Madison, Washington, 
Monroe, and other prominent persons 
of early times. 
The old gentleman re- 
membered well the announcement of 
the present Constitution at the time it 
went into effect in 1787. 


THERE are at ]>resent in the zoolog- 
ical gardens at Paris, twenty genuine 
Ashantees—twelve males 
and eight 
females. They are negroes 
of the 
blackest dye, well known for their 
ferocity, courage, and valor. The habi- 
tat of the Ashantees is in the western 
part of central 
Africa. They 
are 
among the most beautiful varieties of 
the negro race; comparable to the Cau- 
cassian Abissynians. 
Every 
three 
weeks, during the festivities of Adol 
and those of Jam in September, the 
people commit wholesale butchery of 
human beings. 
After the death of the 
late Queen mother, the King had 3,000 
men killed to satisfy the groanings of 
his mother's spirit. 
During these 
butcheries, the 
Ashantee 
warriors 
drink the blood of the victims warm as 
it issues from the wounds, believing 
that it will render them strong and 
brave. 
There is a tradition compelling 
the King to maintain 3,333 concubines 
in the harem if he would make sure of 
the preservation and well-being of his 
kingdom. The royal residence is called 
Coumassie, with 12,000 to 15,000 in- 
habitants. 
The whole kingdom is esti- 
mated at from 1,000,000 to 3,000,000 
inhabitants. 
They were little known 
until thoy sustained a long war with 
the negro nations 
living near the 
coasts, all of which were conquered by 
the Ashantees. 
The greater portion of 
their country is now under an English 
protectorate.

States out of California, the lower haU 
to be called Coronado. 
The new Stat® 
could begin life with a population oi 
163,000, a property valuation of $100, - 
000,000, and 27,000 square miles of ter- 
ritory. 


GEOBGE A. NYE, of Lebanon, is the 
smartest man in Eastern Connecticut 
killing rats. He went into his corn 
house a day or two ago, shut the door 
drove the rats into the jetty of the 
building, and went to work with a wheel 
spoke in his hand.

In everything the Koreans lean morn 


toward their weatern neighbors than 
to the eastern ones. and conservatism 
is stronger thin auy spirit <>f progress, 
except for coal < >il anil matches. 1'ev 
foreign goods ire seen in the open 
shoi*s and ouKloor markets, and no 
Koreans are so>*n in foreign clothes. It 
almost cost a progressive minister bis 
head when be had tho big square 
sleeves of the soldiers' coats trimmed 
down to a reasonable bairginesa, and 
although it save* yards of cloth and 
miles of cash string* to the king each 
year, the offense, is hirdly fonnven. 
The Chinese, says a correspondent of 
tha St. I.oui. <V/o''e-7vmfXTa/, taunt 
the Korean soldiers with wearing fnr- 
e'gn dress; but a civilized tailcr would 
die at the sight of it. 


A Korean soldier wears first his full
